Mr. Mario Garcia, MDT, provided the Council with a brief overview of the proposed 
Transit Development Program.  He reminded the Council that the activities reported 
in the document were based on the December 31, 2004 cut-off date.   He concluded 
by informing the Council that a correction sheet for the TDP was distributed at the 
beginning of the meeting. (A copy of the distributed sheet is available at the MPO 
Secretariat). 
 
Mr. Roberson asked if the comments from the community meetings were used within 
the document.  Mr. Garcia responded that the comments from these meetings reflect 
the PTP improvements and used where appropriate. 
 
Mr. Navarrete moved for approval of the resolution.  Mr. Rodriguez seconded the 
motion.  The resolution was approved unanimously.

 E. INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT

BUDGET TO CONDUCT A FEASIBILITY STUDY ON SATELLITE WORK (TECH) 
CENTERS (MPO SECRETARIAT) 

   
Mr. Jesus Guerra, MPO Project Manager, informed the Council that the proposed 
study will be done through an interlocal agreement between the MPO and the Center 
for Urban Transportation Research (CUTR).  He concluded by stating that a revised 
scope of work and budget was distributed prior to the meeting for the Council’s 
approval.  (A copy of the distributed revised scope of work and budget are available 
at the MPO Secretariat). 
 
Mr. Navarrete moved for approval of the resolution.  Mr. Yoder seconded the motion.  
The resolution was approved unanimously. 

 
V. INFORMATION ITEMS 

 
A. METRORAIL-COCONUT GROVE CONNECTION STUDY  

 
Mr. Wilson Fernandez, MPO Project Manager, introduced the  study’s consultant 
Mr. Winston Harris of Reynolds, Smith and Hill, Inc. who provided the Council 
with a brief PowerPoint presentation on the Metrorail-Coconut Grove 
Connection Study. 

 
Mr. Geimer asked if the researched aerial systems operated over residential areas.  
Mr. Harris responded that the system in Medellin, Colombia travels over 
residential areas.  

  
Mr. Geimer stated that phase II of the study should research the impact the aerial 
system would have on the residential area that it will travel over. 
 
Mrs. Medina stated that this study was divided into two phases.  She further 
stated that phase II needs to proceed in order to determine the potential ridership 
and right-of-way acquisition.  She concluded by stating that phase I does not 
provide enough information to determine if the project would or would not be 
beneficial. 
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Mr. Donn stated that the ridership analysis should have been conducted in phase I 
prior to the elimination of modes. 
 
The Council requested that phase II be divided into two segments.  The first 
segment of the study should include the results from the ridership analysis and be 
presented to the Council at its September meeting. In addition, Mr. Geimer 
requested that this phase include the actual and future ridership demand for the 
study area.  
  
Mr. Roberson requested that the study include the actual and future capital and 
operating cost for each technology researched in the study. 
 

B. SOUTH MIAMI-DADE TRANSIT CORRIDOR (SOUTH LINK): 
DEVELOPMENT OF ALTERNATIVES 
 
Mr. Wilson Fernandez, MPO Project Manager, introduced consultant Mr. Larry 
Foust of Corrandino Consulting Group who provided the Council with a brief 
overview of the South Miami-Dade Transit Corridor (South Link). 
 
Mr. Navarrete requested clarity on whether the Federal Transit Administration 
has been informed regarding this study.  Mr. Fernandez responded that the study 
has not begun its NEPA process.  He further stated that the MPO has maintained 
contact with Mrs. Lynn Harris of Miami-Dade Transit. 
 

C. BUS RAPID TRANSIT OPPORTUNITIES STUDY: PRELIMINARY 
RESULTS 
 
Mr. Wilson Fernandez, MPO Project Manager, introduced consultant Mr.
